The inducements held out to tin* 
general public at the time this com­ 
pany received 
its 
franchise, 
were 
many, not the 
least 
being a much 
more liberal rate, and many conces­ 
sions in the shape of free talking pri­ 
vileges to towns throughout the coun­ 
ty, which they old corporation would 
not grant. The result was that a very 
large patronage was secured within a 
short time. The subscription list con­ 
tained the names of many residents 
who. previous to this time, had con­ 
sidered telephones a luxury not within 
their grasp. 
In order that the city might have 
some sort of a guarantee that the rate 
would be maintained, the 
proposed 
yearly rental of both 
business and 
residence ’phones was made part of 
the franchise. 
Ordinance No. 590, passed April 25, 
1899, grants permission to Solon C. 
Thayer, his successors or assigns, the 
right to erect, acquire, maintain and 
operate 
a 
telephone exchange and 
system of telephone lines in the city 
of East Liverpool 
Section 3, of this ordinance says: 
“And he is 
hereby limited 
in 
the 
price to be charged for exchange ser­ 
vice within the corporate limits of the 
city* of East Liverpool unde** the pow­ 
ers herein granted, as foliow-s: 
The 
charge for r esid en ce service shall not 
exceed *lk per annum payable quar­ 
terly in advance and the charge for 
business service shall not exceed $24 
per annum payable quarterly in ad­ 
vance.’’ 
The records show that a l>ond of 
$5,000 was given to secure the city 
against damage that might arise from 
the construction and maintenance of 
the system. 
In the 
light of these 
facts, which a large number of citi­ 
zens and business men have taken the 
trouble 
to 
familiarize 
themselves 
themselves with, it Is probable the 
in crea se, if it comes at all. will not 
go into effect soon. 
Until the proper 
amendments can be put through the 
council, allowing a 
change 
in 
the 
rates, there will be no alteration and 
it is just possible the council will de 
cline to act. 
There is said to be good reason for 
the desire on the part of the company 
for an advance as the corporation’s 
business has not reached expectations 
as

money 
maker.

In the discussion of trade conditions 
as they are affected by the recent act­ 
ion of the Brotherhood convention in 
(he turning and handling and pack­ 
ing departments, one very important 
branch of the industry which this act­ 
ion threatens to materially influence, 
has 
been 
overlooked—namely, 
the 
the mould makers. 
In the abolition 
of 
the 
contract 
system the N. B. of O. P. has, in the 
opinion of the great majority of the 
tradesmen, done a very commedabie 
thing. 
This feeling is shared in many 
instances by the manufactrers as well 
as operatives. 
A great deal of feeling has 
been 
manifested among the 
turners and 
handlers and also the boss packers. 
who will he affected by the changed 
conditions, and while the opposition 
from the mould makers is even more 
pronounced, but little has been heard 
outside of tin* meetings of No. 22, and 
possibly at Brotherhood headquarters, 
whore delegations have called to dis­ 
cuss matters with the national offi­ 
cials. 
< 
It is contended by many that the 
new plan to govern flu* turners and 
handlers Is a most just one, and ought 
to lie put in operation without delay. 
It is the opinion of other operatives, 
e s p e c i a l l y the pressers, that th** hand­ 
l e r s have aimed to draw the line too 
close, and deslr** to make their trade 
more e x c l u s i v e than it should be. The 
pressers hold that any potter who has 
served un apprenticeship at the press­ 
ing bench can handle, and when the 
members of No. IO propose to prohibit, 
the premiers from entering their trade 
they ar** going too far. 
It Is also said 
that the helpers employed by th** turn­ 
ers and handlers are not now receiv­ 
ing a fair share of the profits made 
from the trad* 
With the packers the some argu­ 
ment Is used. Those in position to be 
thoroughly posted 
claim 
(he 
boss 
packer has had the trade tied up for 
years, and In many 
Instances 
have 
made enormous salaries, 
while 
the 
journeyman has been comp* lied to put 
up with whatever the boss may see 
fit to pay bim. 
However, the mould makers are of 
the opinion that 
they 
are situated 
somewhat 
differently. The 
art 
of 
mould making, they say, Is one of 
the most skilled trades in the indus­ 
try—so intricate, indeed, that 90 per 
cent of th** men who start In to mas­ 
ter it. ar** compelled to give it up. 
To block and case, and do it properly, 
Is a trade by itself, and not more than 
one man in each shop is able to per­ 
form the work. 
This individual Is In­ 
variably th* boss of the department, 
and since the success of the workman 
who uses the completed mould de­ 
pends entirely upon the skill of the 
mechanic who blocks and coses, they 
claim they should have more pay than 
the regular journeyman because of the 
additional responsibility. 
Since th** convention finished its 
work the* question of abolishing the 
system of contracting In the mould 
making trade has been the subject of 
much discussion at the meetings of 
No. 22. and a sp*** ial s e s s i o n will he 
held this week for the purpose of go­ 
ing deeper into the matter 
The sentiment Is almost unanimous 
against the proposition, and it Is given 
out that the members of No. 22 will 
carry the fight to the point of seced­ 
ing from the Broth* rhood lf they can 
find no better remedy.

workers are not only free from

vice, but would glady shut their ears 
against It lf they could. 
Industry 
and 
honest labor, with 
which we are wont to assot late a1! of 
the cardinal virtues, should be always 
and everywhere safeguarded 
against 
the demoralizing influences of vicious 
men. Women and youth, so f^gny ot 
whom are employed in our potteries, 
especially should be protected against 
the man with a tongue befouled and 
poisoned with oaths. 
The w riter can recall visiting more 
than one workshop or factory 
where 
notices 
were 
prbmlnbtitly 
posted, 
"Profanity Strictly Forbidden." 
Many 
railroads have standing orders jyr'ohib- 
Ring their employes from indulging in 
profane swearing while on duty under 
penalties of expulsion. 
The Associa­ 
ted Presa recently told us that the two 
great 
Chicago firms of Swift & Co. 
and Libby. McNeil & Libby, employing 
jointly 25,000 men, had notified 
their 
men that the use of profane language 
in any form would result in the imme­ 
diate discharge of the offender. 
These are good examples for 
East 
Liverpool’s potteries to follow.

Women and youth, so i^any ot 
whom are employed In our potteries, 
♦•specially should be protected against 
the man with a tongue befouled and 
poisoned with oaths. 
The writer can recall visiting more 
than one workshop or factory 
where 
notices 
we’re 
prominently 
posted, 
'Profanity Strictly Forbidden." 
Many 
railroads have standing orders ^prohib­ 
iting their em ployes from indulging in 
profane swearing while on duty under 
penalties of expulsion. 
The Aasocia 
ted Press recently told us that the two 
great 
Chicago firms of Swift & Co. 
and Libby, McNeil & Libby, employing 
jointly 25,000 men. had notified 
their 
men that the use of profane language 
in any form would result in the imme­ 
diate discharge of the offender. 
These are good examples for

The greatest dangers which threaten 
man are generally invisible to the vic­ 
tim, and among these none is more 
productive of disastrous consequences 
than "electrical leakage,” the selfsam e 
leakage used by the natives of all bot 
climates to lower their temperatures.

electricity, to the great detriment of f 
your In a Uh. Red or yellow light w aves 
excite electricity within you, blue and 
violet waves exhaust It, while green 
waves are practically neutral in their 
effect. 
"The air you breathe places you In i 
direct communication with the walls, 
I 
window’s or hearth of your room; if, 
owing to the manner in which they are 
constructed, they place you In electrical 
communication with the soli on which 
your house is built, an ‘earth return’ is g 
formed, and the electricity in man s 
condenser—the brain—is draw’n out of 
the body. 
When one stands in the 
vicinity of a place of electrical exhaus­ 
tion one ought to face it. as the base 
of the skull and spine, being the center 
of the nervous system, are more sen­ 
sitive to outside influences than is the 
more covered front of the body. 
This 
is why one fe**ls so tired when sitting 
with one’s back to a fire; the flames 
serve as conductors and extract the 
force from the exposed nervous cen­ 
ters.”— Pea rson’s M a ga zi ne.

They cer­ 
tainly would be able to restore in Ire 
land the prosperity they have achiov 
ed in other countries. 
“lf the American people In their 
might shall rise up and say the Irish 
cause is jio t. Ireland will be restored. 
\ b A m ericans we cannot but believe 
that Providence has intended that the 
American people shall be the instru 
rn* nt through whic h this justice shall 
be accomplished.”
